On  Sunday,  March  2,  1975,  the  Dedication  and  Open 
House  of  our  beautiful  new  Public  Library  was  held  -  with  a  ca- 
pacity crowd  in  attendance  for  the  festivities. 

A  great  many  of  our  townspeople  and  other  friends  have 
been  very  kind  and  generous  in  bestowing  services  and  gifts  for 
this  Library;  we  appreciate  this  labor  of  love  and  these  acknowl- 
edgements of  generosity  -  and  feel  proud  to  live  in  a  Town  that 
can  boast  of  such  devotion  and  independence.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  1975,  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  large  num* 
ber  of  caUs,  most  of  these  were  woods  fires  and  car  fires.  These 
types  of  fires  are  minor,  but  could  cause  a  larger  fire  and  possi- 
ble loss  of  life  and  loss  of  homes.  So  every  effort  on  the  part  of 
all  of  the  residents  to  prevent  these  fires  should  be  exercised. 

The  one  building  fire  this  year  was  of  suspicious  origin 
and  is  under  investigation.  These  fires  cause  the  fire  insurance 
rates  to  rise;  therefore,  an  increase  to  the  consumer.  Car  fires 
by  arson  are  on  the  increase  and  these  cause  insurance  rates  to 
rise,  again  the  consumer  pays. 

The  Insurance  Service  Organization  (Underwriters)  con- 
ducted their  periodic  inspection  and  testing  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  equipment;  these  visits  determine  the  fire  insurance 
rates  that  are  used  in  town. 

Engine  1  pump  was  rebuilt  as  it  would  not  pump  the 
necessary  pressure  at  the  rated  capacity.  This  unit  is  13  years 
old,  and  by  standards  was  overdue  for  pump  repair;  average  age 
is  10  years  for  pump  operation. 

The  tank  truck  was  upgraded  for  more  efficient  opera- 
tion of  the  fire  scene. 

I  would  like  to  remind  the  residents  that  burn  wood  to 
have  their  chimneys  cleaned  to  help  prevent  chimney  fires,  as 
chimney  fires  can  be  the  cause  for  the  loss  of  a  home  and  possi- 
ble loss  of  life.  Chimneys  that  are  of  poor  repair  are  very  dang- 
erous as  they  allow  deadly  gases  to  enter  the  building,  and  this 
could  cause  a  loss  of  life  as  well  as  causing  a  fire.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city 
councils,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and 
city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible 
for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  sup- 
press any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term 
of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burn- 
ing when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires 
can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p. m. ,  unless  it  is  rain- 
ing, without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire 
chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written 
permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires 
also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  require- 
ments by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  sup- 
pression tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression  equipment  avail- 
able at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  excess 
property  for  use  as  fire  attack  vehicles,  and  sharing  up  to  fifty 
percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town 
program.  Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service 
for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger 
kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon 
request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is 
expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous  wildfire  prevention  program 
within!  his  town  or  city.

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POLICE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Sandown  Police  Study  Committee  was  created  by  a 
motion  made  at  the  town  meeting  of  March  1975.  That  motion 
was  as  follows: 

That  the  selectmen  appoint  a  three  member  board  to 
form  a  police  committee  to  research  the  need  and  cost  of  a  full- 
time  police  chief  or  any  altemate,  feasible  plan  regarding  po- 
lice protection  for  the  Town  of  Sandown. 

The  committee  was  formed  on  July  14,  1975  and  since 
that  time  has  conferred  with  police  officials  from  many  local 
communities,  the  Sheriff's  Department,  and  the  Governor's 
Commission  on  Crime  and  Delinquency.  A  public  meeting  was 
held  as  well  as  meetings  with  the  police  chief  and  members  of 
the  police  department. 

Three  alternatives  were  evaluated  by  the  committee: 
(1)  appointing  a  full-time  police  chief,  (2)  remaining  as  we 
are,  and  (3)  updating  our  present  system.  Our  recommenda- 
tion is  to  update  our  police  system  with  the  proposals  we  have 
made.  This  action  will  meet  our  current  police  needs,  stay 
within  a  reasonable  cost,  and  provide  a  basis  for  future  growth. 
We  estimate  the  maximum  cost  of  incorporating  all  our  propos- 
als at  $500.  00  to  $1,000.00  above  last  year's  Police  Department 
appropriation. 

The  committfee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity}  to 
recognize  the  members  of  the  Sandown  Police  Department. 
Their  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  town  have  always  been  far  above 
the  pay  and  prestige  their  demanding  job  provides,  h  is  only 
through  the  personal  commitment  of  these  dedicated  men  and 
our  public  support  of  their  efforts  that  the  police  needs  of  San- 
down will  continue  to  be  met. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  provided  us  with  in- 
formation and  guidance  during  our  study. 

REPORT 
Sandown  Police  Study  Committee  FINDINGS  December  8,  1975. 

The  Sandown  Police  Study  Committee,  after  studying 
numerous   methods   of  meeting  the   police  needs  of  Sandown,

recommends  that  the  present  police  system  be  retained  and  the 
following  proposals  implemented: 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Town  of  Sandown  provide  office  space  in 
a  public  building  to  house  the  Sandown  Police  De- 
partment, 

The  Sandown  Police  Department  should  be  moved  into 
an  identifiable  public  location  where  police  equipment  (exclud- 
ing weapons),  records,  and  current  law  enforcement  information 
will  be  readily  available  to  all  members.  This  will  provide  the 
Police  Department  with  an  official  location  in  which  it  can  store 
equipment,  maintain  files,  provide  training,  disseminate  in- 
formation, meet  with  other  law  enforcement  officers,  and,  in 
general,  conduct  all  police  business  in  a  professional  atmos- 
phere. Specific  operational  procedures  will  be  as  directed  by 
the  Chief  of  Police. 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Town  of  Sandown  develop  and  publish 
basic  policies  and  guidelines  for  the  administration 
and  operation  of  the  Sandown  Police  Department. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  department  in  meeting  its  re- 
quirements cannot  be  judged  without  the  requirements  being 
clearly  defined.  Policies  on  recruiting,  training,  discipline, 
dress,  and  authority  and  responsibility  must  be  written.  A  group, 
consisting  of  members  of  the  police  department  and  interested 
citizens,  should  be  formed  to  develop  these  policies  and  proced- 
ures. 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Town  of  Sandown  include  in  its  annual 
police  budget  sufficient  funds  for  a  uniform  mainte- 
nance allowance  of  $35.00  to  be  paid  to  each  reg- 
ular officer. 

The  requirement  for  wearing  a  uniform  is  found  in  all 
progressive  police  departments.  If  the  town  is  to  accept  the 
responsibility  for  the  development  of  a  professional  police  force 
and  establish  requirements,  it  must  willingly  support  the  inher- 
ent costs. 
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PROPOSAL:  That  the  Town  of  Sandown  provide  its  citizens  with 
year-round  police  patrols. 

At  this  time,  summer  coverage  appears  to  be  adequate. 
However,  increases  in  population,  spreading  city  crime,  and 
the  economic  situation  now  demand  an  unscheduled  weekly  pa- 
trol during  the  off-season.  A  weekly  check  of  vacant  property 
and  other  areas  of  potential  crimes  should  eliminate  the  possi- 
bility of  an  illegal  activity  existing  unnoticed  for  months. 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Sandown  Police  Department  purchase, 
from  current  year  funds,   the  following  equipment: 

1.  Walkie-talkies  (man-to-man) 

2.  Fingerprint  kit 

3.  Accident  investigation  kit,   consisting  of:     Polaroid 
camera,  100 -foot  tape  measure,  and  road  flares 

4.  File  cabinet,  four  drawer,  legal  size  with  lock 

5.  R.  S.  A.  manuals 

The  effectiveness  and  safety  of  department  personnel 
will  be  increased  with  the  procurement  of  these  items.  When 
funds  are  available  and  the  need  exists,  buying  should  be  ac- 
complished. A  planned  buying  program  would  eliminate  un- 
scheduled, panic  expenditures  for  many  basic  items. 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Town  of  Sandown  establish  a  police  dis- 
patch system  providing  24  hour  response  to  all  calls. 

A  contract  with  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  De- 
partment for  full  time  dispatcher  service  is  recommended.  The 
present  police  phone  would  be  designated  for  business  and  in- 
formational use  and  the  sheriff's  toll-free  number  would  be 
listed  for  emergency  police  assistance.  Emergency  phone  num- 
ber labels  should  be  issued  immediately  upon  establishment  of 
this  system. 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Town  of  Sandown  authorize  its  selectmen 
to  appoint  a  chief  of  police  initially  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  and  if  reappointed,  for  three  year  terms. 
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Placing  the  position  of  chief  of  police  up  for  change  ev- 
ery "year  is  unproductive.  Time  spent  learning  the  job,  time 
spent  on  campaigning  for  re-election,  and  time  spent  establish- 
ing new  procedures  all  distract  from  the  chief's  effectiveness. 
Long  range  planning  suffers,  continuity  of  procedures  is  erratic, 
and  the  possibility  of  leaving  the  office  next  election  keeps 
many  good  programs  from  being  started.  If  and  when  the  Law 
allows  the  position  to  become  a  three-year  elected  position,  re- 
verting back  to  the  elected  process  is  recommended, 

PROPOSAL:  That  the  Sandown  Chief  of  Police  be  authorized  to 
appoint  a  woman  to  the  Police  Force  as  a  part-time 
Clerk /Matron  at  the  rate  of  $2.  50  an  hour. 

Clerk  duties  will  be  the  accomplishment  of  all  Police 
Department  clerical  work  to  include  typing  and  filing  of  reports, 
preparation  of  correspondence  and  other  office  work  as  neces- 
sary. These  duties  should  require  no  more  than  four  hours  a 
week.  Matron  duties  will  be  as  required  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  dealings  with  female  suspects  and  in  other  situations 
where  a  woman's  presence  would  be  deemed  appropriate.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

1.  At  the  1975  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Voters 
adopted  amendn:ients  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  restricting  the  use 
of  residential  lots  to  and  the  issuance  of  building  permits  for  lots 
which  front  on  presently  accepted  proposed  town  roads,  state 
highways  or  proposed  roads  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Regulations. 

2.  The  Selectmen,  following  passage  of  Article  13  of 
the  1975  warrant,  appointed  two  additional  members  -  Mr.  Al- 
lan Adams  and  Mrs.  Catherine  Blanco  -  to  the  Planning  Board. 
Mr.  Adam's  occupation  is  with  a  land  surveying  firm  and  his 
professional  experience  should  be  most  helpful  to  the  Board. 
The  Board  welcomes  both  new  members. 

3.  Effective  October  16,  1975,  the  Board  adopted  re- 
vised Subdivision  Control  Regulation  more  tailored  to  fit  the 
present  Zoning  Ordinance.  Several  copies  of  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance and  Subdivision  Control  Regulation  are  on  file  for  use  at 
the  town  library  or  can  be  purchased  from  the  Town  Clerk  for 
$1.00  each. 

4.  During  the  year,  the  Board  received  6  new  Plot- 
Plans  for  preliminary  approval,  involving  12  new  residential 
lots.  Following  discussions  and  changes  made  by  developers  to 
conform  with  the  Subdivision  Control  Regulation  and  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  5  plans  (including  1  from  1974)  were  approved  cov- 
ering 20  lots;  1  Plan  recpires  a  variance,  and  1  Plan  remains  in 
the  preliminary  stages.  There  were  6  Plans  which  were  marked 
for  recording  only  as  they  did  not  require  Subdivision  approval. 

5.  The  Board  continues  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday  of  each  calendar  month,  except  where  the  level 
of  activity  results  in  special  meetings  or  cancellation  of  regular 
meetings.

Varying  projects  throughout  the  year  found  us  involved 
in  such  things  as:  research  into  a  Mosquito  Abatement  Program, 
procurement  of  trees  and  shrubs  for  our  new  Library,  completion 
of  a  Soil  Survey  Map  and  Wetlands  map,  research  and  a  site  sur- 
vey into  the  current  use  of  our  Town  Disposal  Area  and  its  future 
uses,  and  recommendations  of  Dredge  and  Fill  applications. 

My  esteem  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  Commission 
and  Town  Officials  that  made  this  all  possible  in  1975.

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DERRY  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

At  this  time,  figures  for  the  first  complete  year  of  D.  V. 
N.  A.  service  to  Sandown  are  available.  These  show  that  a  total 
of  172  home  nursing  visits  were  made.  Of  these,  111  visits  were 
to  give  specific  skilled  nursing  care,  61  were  "no  fee"  public 
health  nursing  visits  to  provide  general  health  supervision,  assist 
with  referrals,  provide  state  clinic  follow  up,  or  assist  the  new 
mother  and  baby.  Also  20  visits  were  made  by  the  physical 
therapist  to  assist  patients  in  rehabilitation. 

The  above  are  the  traditional  services  of  the  D.  V.  N.  A. 
However,  this  year  also  happened  to  be  the  year  when  three  (3) 
new  services  were  initiated  by  the  agency  which  can  be  of  value 
to  Sandown  residents.  They  include  a  new  Homemaker/Home 
Health  Aide  service,  immunization  clinics  for  children,  and 
blood  pressure  screening  clinics  for  residents  of  60  and  over. 

The  H/HHA  service  is  currently  being  funded  by  county 
and  federal  monies  largely,  rather  than  town  monies;  but  it  is  a 
valuable  resource  made  available  to  the  residents  of  Sandown 
through  this  agency.  During  the  past  year,  it  provided  202  vis- 
its -  for  a  total  of  543-1/2  hours  of  assistance  with  personal  care 
and  homemaking  by  aides  under  nursing  supervision. 

The  agency  also  met  a  long-standing  goal  of  its  own 
when  it  offered  its  first  immunization  clinic  in  March  of  '75. 
These  are  held  every  2  months  in  Deny  but  are  intended  to  pro- 
vide frde  immunizations  to  Sandown  children  as  well. 

Also  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  "Sixties  Plus"  Club, 
blood  pressure  screening  clinics  provided  111  patient  screenings. 

The  town  of  Sandown  is  represented  on  our  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  townspeople  are  welcome  to  contact  those  represent- 
atives or  our  office  with  any  questions.  Representatives  now  in- 
clude: Cissy  Drowne,  Rita  Fardella,  assistant  treasurer,  and 
Barbara  Markunas.
